DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is in response to applicant's amendment filed on 
10/09/2008. Claims 1, 9, 10 and 43 have been amended, claims 2-8 and 11-42 have 
been cancelled, and claims 44 and 45 have been added. Claims 1,9-10 and 43-45 

remain pending. 

2. Acknowledgement to the amendment of the abstract has been noted. The 
amendment has been entered, reviewed and found obviated raised objection for using 
legal phraseology. Objection to the abstract has been withdrawn. 

3. Cancelling claims 33 and 35 renders the claim objection under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) 
moot. Claim objection of claims 33 and 35 is hereby withdrawn. 

4. Cancelling claims 21 and 30 and amending claim 43 obviate raised specification 
objection for failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the claimed subject matter. 
Objection to the specification has been withdrawn.
